THE ENGLISH BUDGET.

Mr. Lowe's Finaocial Stntement In the Honae
of Usmmmens,

On the evening of April 11 the Chancellor of
the Exchequer rose to make the finuneinl state-
ment. Plunging at once, without a single word
of preface, luto a retrospect of the last year's
finance, he reminded the committee that the
estimated revenue for 1860-70 was £76,205,000,
and the expenditure £658,233,000, leaviog a sur-
plus of £7,972,600, of which £4,000,000 was ap-
propristed to the expenses of the Abyssinian
war, and £2,040800 to the reduction  of
taxation, leavivg a vet surplus of £4432,000,
Leaving out of sight the anticipations of
revenue contained fn last year's budget, the
actual revenue belonging to the year exceedod
the estimate by £1,819.000, The only branches
of revenue which bad fallen short of the esti-
mnte were the Post Oflice and the Customs,
The shortcomings in the Customs, occurring,
a8 they bhad done, chiefly in tea, coffee, and
sugar, he attributed to a mis‘aken expectation
which had been entertained that he was about
to ndopt the “Free Breakfast Table." Mr.
Lowe thus stated the expenditure of the coming
Year:—

A despateh from Parls states that “the Chan-
eollor of the Legion of Honor 18 dead.” From
the wording of the telegrams we judge that the
announeement refers o the demise of Qonnt
Auvgustus Charles Joaeph  Flabhault de 1a Bil-
Inpderie, who was appoluted to the exalted
post of Grand Chancellor of the Mlustrious order
of the Leglon of Honor by the Ewmperor
Napoleon, January 28 1804, The Couut was
born lu Paris on the 21s of April, 1785, His
[sther, who belopged to the nuclent noblesse,
perished on the ecaffold when deceased wus
quite o child. The surv ving members of the
amily succceded In making thelr escape to
England, where the future Chancellor ol the
Leglon of Honor reeeived the maln elements of
bis education. In the year 1798 he returned to
his native country, and during the fdllowlng
year recolved a commission in the cavalry corps
which nccompunled the First Consul to Italy.
His firgt eetny In military e was o the'eam-
paign of Marengo. He served ns ald-de-eamp
to Prinee Murat durlog  the campalgns of
Auslorlite, Paliusk, and Jona.
